Lasell  Welcomes  a  New  President 


Dr.  Peter  T.  Mitchell  was  formally  in- 
stalled as  the  College's  seventh  president 
on  September  22,  1983  in  a  ceremony 
celebrated  by  trustees  and  corporators, 
faculty,  staff,  students,  and  directors  of  the 
alumnae  association. 

In  his  inaugural  address,  the  new  presi- 
dent of  Lasell  urged  all  members  of  the 
Lasell  community  to  join  him  in  guiding 
the  College  along  the  path  to  renewed 
national  recognition. 

"We  are  traveling  the  path  to  promi- 
nence, because  we  have  the  will  to  suc- 
ceed," he  said.  "In  the  final  analysis,  what 
sets  Lasell  apart  is  that  we  are  a  family,  a 
very  powerful  family.  We  know  what  it 
means  to  work  for  something  larger  and 
more  important  than  ourselves.  We  are 
willing  to  give  and  to  expect  only  the 
best." 

Dr.  Mitchell  expressed  special  regard  for 
the  role  alumnae  can  have  in  the  College's 
progress  toward  renown:  "To  alumnae  I 
say— continually  push  Lasell  toward 
prominence,  remind  us  repeatedly  of  our 
unique  traditions  and  significant  heritage, 
serve  as  a  conscience  to  maintain  stan- 
dards of  excellence,  and  continue  to  love 
and  cherish  Lasell  as  we  truly  love  you 
and  cherish  the  memories  of  your  days 
with  us."

The  inaugural  ceremony  was  high- 
lighted by  welcoming  speeches  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  key  groups  which  make 
up  the  Lasell  community.  Speaking  for  the 
trustees  and  corporators  was  Robert  P. 
Freeto,  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  College; 
for  alumnae,  Kathleen  Rebmann  Royka 
'64,  president  of  the  alumnae  association; 
for  students,  Annie  Glaven  '84,  president 
of  the  current  student  body;  and  for  the 
faculty,  Nancy  Isaacs,  director  of  the 
Brennan  Library  and  faculty  chairman. 

Also  extending  greetings  were  Dr.  Ken- 
neth G.  Ryder,  president  of  Northeastern 
University,  on  behalf  of  the  greater  Boston 
academic  community;  and  mayor 
Theodore  D.  Mann,  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Newton. 

In  presenting  the  College  charter  on  be- 
half of  the  assembly,  Trustee  Chairman 
Robert  S.  Stoller  charged  the  new  presi- 
dent to  "administer  the  College  wisely, 
keep  Her  strong,  make  Her  stronger,  and 
ensure  that  She  continues  to  bring  honor 


to  those  She  serves  and  those  She  repre- 
sents." 

Dr.  Mitchell  has  been  on  campus  since 
early  July,  becoming  actively  involved 
with  all  areas  of  the  College  in  preparation 
for  the  start  of  the  academic  year. 

He  succeeds  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Griffin,  who 
retired  from  the  presidency  on  June  30, 
after  eight  years  of  service. 

The  inaugural  ceremony  was  planned 
and  coordinated  by  a  committee  chaired 
by  Bonnie  Bortle',  director  of  external  af- 
fairs. Committee  members  were  Ruth 
Turner  Crosby  '42,  trustee;  Kathleen 
Rebmann  Royka  '64,  alumnae  association 
president;  Gerald  Bazer,  dean  of  aca- 
demic affairs;  George  Lane,  professor  of 
English;  Sebastian  Mignosa,  professor  of 
Office  Administration;  and  Annie  Glaven 
'84,  student  body  president.

Peter  T.  Mitchell,  our  seventh 
president,  brings  to  Lasell  a  strong 
appreciation  for  the  importance  and 
uniqueness  of  two-year  college  edu- 
cation. In  his  successful  career  as 
both  an  academic  administrator  and 
faculty  member,  he  has  made  a  per- 
sonal and  exclusive  commitment  to 
the  two-year  college  experience. 

Dr.  Mitchell  began  his  administra- 
tive career  at  Lees  Junior  College  in 
Jackson,  Kentucky,  as  director  of 
admissions  and  media.  From  there 
he  came  to  Boston,  to  Fisher  Junior 
College,  where  for  seven  years  he 
served  as  director  of  admissions, 
financial  aid  and  alumni  relations. 
He  then  returned  to  Lees  to  assume 
the  post  of  vice-president  for  devel- 
opment, in  charge  of  fund  raising, 
public  relations,  admissions,  and 
financial  aid.  His  faculty  experience 
was  earned  as  an  associate  profes- 
sor of  English  at  Bay  de  Noc  Com- 
munity College  in  Escanaba, 
Michigan. 


Dr.  Mitchell  earned  his  doctorate 
in  Higher  Education  Administration 
from  Northeastern  University.  He 
holds  an  educational  specialist 
degree  from  Indiana  University,  a 
master's  degree  from  the  University 
of  Michigan,  and  a  bachelor's 
degree  from  Albion  College. 

Reared  in  Michigan,  Dr.  Mitchell 
has  two  brothers,  one  his  twin.  His 
parents  reside  in  Scottsdale,  Ari- 
zona. His  family  now  includes  his  . 
wife  Becky  and  daughters  Melissa, 
13,  and  Stephanie,  9,  of  whom  he 
says  "they  are  the  source  of  inspira- 
tion in  all  I  do."

The  Lasell  Medallion,  highest  award  of 
the  alumnae  association,  was  presented  to 
three  alumnae  at  reunion  in  May. 

Ruth  Hopkins  Spooner  '23,  Alice  Pratt

received  the  award  for  "having  brought 
added  honor  to  the  name  of  Lasell."

Long  active  in  alumnae  programs,  she  once 
served  as  associate  editor  of  the  former 
alumnae  publication,  the  Lasell  Leaves,  and 
as  president  of  the  Lasell  Club  of  New  York. 
An  active  member  of  the  community  of 
Saddle  River,  New  Jersey,  she  has  been  a 
volunteer  in  local  hospitals  and  in  her 
church.  She  has  served  as  president  of  the 
Saddle  River  Garden  Club  and,  with  her 
husband  Warren,  landscaped  several  public 
buildings.  And  during  the  Yonkers  Tercen- 
tennial Anniversary,  she  served  as  chairman 
of  the  Women's  Celebration.

Her  work  here  is  finished,Jxut  none 
of  us  can  forget  the  vitality  she 
brought  to  it,  or  the  joy  she  felt  at  the 
opportunity  to  enlighten  and  awaken 
developing  minds  to  the  endless  rich- 
ness of  life  in  the  pursuit  of  learning. 

By  her  life,  her  usefulness,  her  wise 
counsel,  her  wit,  and  her  example, 
Lee  enhanced  and  enriched  our  lives, 
and  gave  us  hope,  and  we  will  always 
be  in  her  debt.
